The celebrated case of The People va. O, 
A. Carpenter, is nearing an end und will 
probably be given to the. jury ou Wednes- 
day night when the defense get through 
oilering testimony. The belief of all the 
newspaper reporters here 
who have 


watched the progress of the trial closely 
and weighed well the testimony, is that 
Carpenter will be acquitted and that the 
jury will not be out longer than thirty 
minutes. 


THE TESTIMONY 


ofl'ered by the prosecution yesterday was 
pronounced by the defenae decidedly 
ragged and faroiral in some respects. 


This forenoon Kobert Herman, of Lin- 


coln, testified for the People. He stated 
that on Sunday last ho made an accurate 
diagram of the hoof of Carpenter's horse. 
The hoof is long and narrow and witness 
said it fitted exrctly the prints found in 
the lane where Zura's body was found. 


T. J. Larison, a horseman of Lincoln, 


examined the diagram presented, and tes- 
tified that it was an accurate representa- 
tion ot the hoof of Carpenter's horse. 


Sheriff Wendell, of Logan county, tes- 


tified that he had made diligent and re- 
peated searches for Zura Burns' missing 
hat, satchel and gossamer, in Carpenter's 
house, elevator and ware-house, but had 
failed to find them. 


Here followed a sharp discussion be- 


tween the opposing counsel with refer- 
ence to putting Frank Simmons, of Lin- 
coln, on the stand. Frank was the young 
man who had Miss Thomas out riding the 
fatal Sunday night and both saw a couple 
in a buggy that evening near the fatal 
lane, as they were going to church. Miss 
Thomas testified about whatjshe saw, 
and because the prosecution had intimat- 
ed that they would not call Simmons, the 
defense insisted that he too should take 
the 
stand. Finally Judge Lacy de- 


cided that 
Simmons should 
testify 


as a free witness, ami he gave his testi- 
mony, being ou the stand two hours, sub- 
jected to a rigid cross-examination by 
Attorney Forrest. 


Simmons stated that he was in the 


bngg/ with Miss Thoma?, aud declared 
that the couple he saw in the passing 
buggy were a young man and young wo- 
man. 
He leaned over as he passed and 


had a good look nt the young man, whn 
he said was not Carpenter, but a man not 
more than 24 years of age, with no beard 
on his;face. He did not recognize the 
woman, as he was looking closely at her 
companion. He supposed they were a 
young couple out riding, as there were 
many similar rigs out that evening. 


The prosecution here closed thoir case, 


and at; 1:30 this afternoon the defense 
commenced offering testimony to proye 
an alibi and establish Carpenter's good 
reputation. 


The testimony will be all in by Wednes- 


day evening, when the 
attorneys will 


present their arguments.

These meetings were 
most fre-inent last summer. ' 
rJ°' L' V»£US.' ^ho at ODe time owne<l a 
farm north of Decatur, testified that one 
day he saw a couple on his grape patch, 
and that when he went out to where they 
were he found them looking confused. 
Ihe girls hair was disarranged, and she 
asked for water aud comb to tidy herself. 
The couple were Carter and Miss Burns. 


Miss Ellen Wall, oC Deoatur, testified 


that at one time she lived in a house with 
Mrs, Kebeoca J. Carpenter, and that young 
Carter and Miss Burns often met at her 
house, remaining together for hours. 


Mr. and Mrs George S. Lowe and J. C. 


Clay, all of Muroa, testified that they 
knew Misa Burns when she lived in that 
town. That during her stay there she 
frequently went to tho depot when the 
Central tram came in to meet Carter, and 
that several times she was absent all 
night coming to Decatur on same train 
with Garter and returning the next morn- 
ing. 


The Misses Gertrude and Fannie Car- 


penter, daughters of (he defendant, testi- 
tied that on Sunday evening, Oct. 14tb 
the night of the murder, their father came 
home at about 9 o'clock. 


Mary Carpenter, the nged mother of 


the defendant, took the stand. She testi- 
fied thaton.the important Sunday even- 
ing she saw her son come home at 10 
minutes of 9 o'clock. 


Mrs. Sweet, of Massachusetts, a cousin 


of Mrs. Carpenter, stated that Mr. Car- 
pentnr came home nt 9 o'clock, and 
chdn t leave the house that night. 


A DETECTIVE ABBESTED. 


The sensation of to-day was the arreat 


of the noted Chicago detective, E. 0. Es- 
mond, better known as Mark Felton 
Ee 


was arrested on a charge »oE having pro- 
cured SG9.40 fromLotron county under 
false pretenses, and will have a hearing at 
Lincoln, to which town he was taken by 
a deputy sherifT, the attorneys for the de- 
fense sending telegrams ahead for Lin- 
coln parties to go on hia bond so he 
would not be imprisoned. Esmond was 
first employed by the prosecution and it 
IB alleged that at the same time he worked 
m the interest of the defense. He gave 
the prosecution small pointers, but saved 
the more important ones for the defen- 
dant a attorneys. He made a charge of 
W.40for services alleged to haye been 
given the prosecution and got the money. 
Ihefact that he waa working for the de- 
fense all the time did not leak out until 
the case waa called for trial, and now the 
county authorities propose to make it 
warm for Esmond.

thirty-fifth Ohio 
Infantry 


Volunteers, was killed at Chatta- 
nooga in September, 1863. 
JohnB., 


of the Fiftieth Ohio Infantry, was 
killed at Franklin, Tenn., in 1864. 
L. P., of the Thirty-fifth Ohio Infan- 
try, 
was severely wounded at the 


battle of Chickcmauga, in September 
1863, and captured, but soon after- 
ward paroled, George W. of 
the 


Hundred and -Tenth 
Ohio, alone 


escaped unharmed. One son-in-law 
of Mr. Thompson (Mr. James L. 
Mauzy, of the Ninety-fourth 0. V. 
I.) was drowned in the Ohio river 
between Cincinnati and Louisville in 
October, 1864, and another, Mr.

Yesterday afternoon the disagreement 
between Prosecuting Attorney Forrest, of 
Lincoln, and Lawyers Branson and Blinn, 
o* counsel for the prosecution, came to a 
head by the two last named gentlemen 
withdrawing from the case, but last night 
they all made up again, and to-day all of 
the attorneys for the prosecution are on 
hand taking part in the trial. 


BLINN'B STATEMENT. 


Mr. Blinn Bays the difficulty originated 


sometime since, but he presumed from a 
talk with Mr. Forrest before coming here 
that he had yielded. "There is nothing 
rotten in the case. It is clean from be- 
ginning to end. We differ as to the intro- 
duction of the testimony and the theory 
upon whicn the prosecution is to be con- 
ducted. I want to rid it of all the trash. 
The witnesses I rely on are men of the 
highest integrity 
and unquestionable 


veracity. There is nothing wrong with 
the case. It would be inimicable to suc- 
cess to conduct the trial on adverse theo- 
ries," 


OPPOSITE THEOIIIES. 


Outsiders say Forrest clings to the the- 


ory that Carpenter cut Znra Burns' 
throat unaided by any one, while Mr. 
Blinn relies on the theory that Zura was 
killed by a physician while trying to pro- 
duce an abortion, and that her throat was 
cut afterwards to conceal the true cause 
of her death, and proposes to make Car- 
penter an accessory to the deed, 


THE EVIDENCE. 


This morning the civil engineer of Lo- 


gan county was placed on the stand. He 
simply verified the drawings presented by 
Mr. Forrest in his opening speech as rep- 
resenting the place and surrsundings 
where Zura Burns was found dead on the 
morning of Oct. 15th. 


Mrs. Dukes, sister of the murdered girl, 


whe lived at Lincoln when Zura was em- 
ployed in Carpenter's family, was on the 
stand two hours this forenoon. She re- 
lated in detail how Carpenter got ac- 
quainted with Zura, and told of his asso- 
ciation with her. On the cross-examina- 
tion by the defense Mrs. Dnkea contra- 
dicted he« self on many essential points. 


Mrs. Thomas, of Lincoln, testified that 


the body was found near her home, and 
described the locality. 


Henry Ahrens, of Lincoln, testified as 


to having seen Carpenter and Miss Burns 
on the train going to Peoria, and also 
stated that Carpenter then borrowed $10 
of him. He afterwards saw Zura on the 
streets at Peorin, and next day saw Zura 
and Carpenter on the train returning to 
Lincoln.

PJJTEBSBTJRG, ILL , March 14—1 p. m,— 


There is nothing new in the case of The 
People vs. O. A. Carpenter now on trial. 


Yesterday afternoon there were nine- 


teen witnesses on tho stand for the pros- 
ecution, including the father and mother 
of Zura Burns, and none told anything 
but what has already been published in 
the papers, as the outcome of the prelim- 
inary hearing at Lincoln 


Six witnesses testified this forenoon 


The most important 
one was 
Miss 


Thomas, who stated that she was going to 
Lincoln to church the Sunday evening of 
the murder, when she saw a couple in a 
buggy going in the direction of the lane 
where the body was found on Monday 
morning. The couple might have been 
Carpenter and !Znra, but on cross-exami- 
nation she stated positively that she 
couldn't tell who they were. 


Mr. Nicholson, of Lincoln, stated that 


he saw a horse and buggy in the lane, 
and that there were two persons in the 
buggy. He said he would not swear that 
the occupants were Carpenter and Zura 
for one thousand dollars. 


MRS. OABPENTEB BEJECTED. 


It is generally known that the prosecu- 


tion will not put Mrs. Kebecca J. Carpen- 
ter, of Decatur, on the witness stand. Her 
theory of the case, which is that some- 
body murdered Zura for the money she 
is alleged to have received from Carpen- 
ter, is not recognized by the prosecution, 
and they have agreed not to have her 
testify. 


This evening Carpenter's other daugh- 


ter and Mrs. Sweet, of Massachusetts, 
who was a guest at Carpenter's honee in 
October, will arrive to testify for the de- 
fense. Their evidence will strengthen the 
claim that Carpenter was at home early 
that Sunday night, and therefore could 
not have kiJled the girl. 


The people -here are betting 40 to 1 


that Carpenter will be acquitted. 


There are 16 foreign reporters in at- 


tendance at the trial, representing 24 out- 
side newspapers. 


Last night Paul Hull, reporter for the 


Chicago News, and Attorney Forrest had 
a little altercation in the former's room 
at the hotel. Forrest went to Hull and 
complained about statements that he had 
had published in the News about the 
case. The talk was quite spirited and 
ended by Hull ordering Forrest to leave 
his room or he would throw him out of a 
window or down stairs. Forrest left and 
this, prevented a fight. No arrests.

TESTIMONY TO-DAY. 


Up to noon to-day the prosecution have 


had 57 witnesses on the stand. 


David Keed, of Lincoln, testified to-day 


that on the morning after the murder 
Carpenter came to his house to get him to 
work in the elevator, and that although 
Carpenter was in a hurry, he did not 
seem to be much excited. 


James Longan 
of Harteburg, testified 


that 
ho 
was Carpenter's 
agent at 


that town. On the Friday preceding the 
murder Carpenter came out to look over 
the books with witness. Carpenter took 
B book back to Lincoln with him, and 
said he would return to Hartsburg on the 
following Monday morning. He did so, 
and spent the day in the town. Here the 
prosecution tried to show by the witness 
that Carpenter was excited while there on 
Monday, but witness said thatJCarpenter 
was accurate in figuring and seemed quite 
composed. 


Bev. Mr. Hubbert, pastor of the church 


at Lincoln, of which the accused is a mem- 
ber, stated that he had had several talks 
with Carpenter while he was in jail at 
Lincoln. In those talks Carpenter had 
said he greatly regretted the disgrace of 
hia 
arrest 
and 
felt more concerned 


for his family than himself. Carpenter 
stated to witness also that he was inno- 
cent of the murder and that he had em- 
ployed two of the best detectives in the 
United States to find out who committed 
it. 


The 
prosecution will probably bo 


through by Tuesday noon, and then the 
defenise will occupy two or three days' 
The chances are that the trial will last 
about 10'days yet. 


The large crowd continues, many not 


being able to get inside the court room. 


The defense has been able in many in- 


stances to break down the most damaging 
testimony offered by witnesses for the 
prosecution. 


RETUBN OF ATTOBNEY MILLS. 


Mr. I, B. Mills, of counsel for the de- 


fense in the Carpenter case, arrived home 
at 11 o'clock to-day from 
Petersburg. 


He is in the beet of spirits, and is 
confident that Carpenter will be acquit- 
ted. He thinks the prosecution will get 
through by next Monday evening, when 
the defence will introduce a few witnesses 
to establish Carpenter's good reputation 
as a respected and influential citizen of 
Lincoln, and also to prove an alibi, locat- 
ing him at his home early on the night of 
ths murder of Zura Burns. 


He says further that Mrs. Rebecca J. 


Carpenter was discharged from further 
attendance at the trial yesterday evening, 
when she was told she might return home. 
The 17 reporters for foreign papers were 
itching to get a chance to write up the 
Decatur witness, and had she been placed 
on the stand much space in the city 
papers would have been devoted to her 
history. Each reporter had resolved to 
do hi& best, and it wan agreed that the 
one who gave the poorest description of 
her should foot the bill for a keg of beer 
tor the crowd. 


The dismissal of Mrs, Carpenter of 


course does away with' the necessity of 
the defense introducing a vast amount of 
impeaching testimony, and consequently 
shortens the trial. It is believed the ver- 
dict acquitting Carpenter will be reached 
within 10 days. 


WHO COMMITTED THE MUBDEB? 


The detectives and Carpenter's friends 


appear to be wholly in the dark as to who 
cut the throat of Zura Burns on that 
eventful Sunday night, but the acquittal 
of the accused will not put an <Jnd to the 
attempts that have been made to unravel 
the great mystery. Somebody killed the 
girl. Why washer life tuken? Who did 
it? Was it done for robbery, or to pre- 
vent the exposure of some Lincoln, or 
Decatur or Vandahn, or St. Elmo citiien? 
or was it done simply to get possession of 
money she may have secured in Lincoln? 


A Delegate Convention. 


A state convention of highway commis- 


sioners will be held at Springfield on 
April 22d, and it promises to be one of 
the most important gatherings lately held 
at the capital. The convention will be 
asked to take into consideration the most 
approved and economical systems of road- 
making, to the end that harmoey of re- 
sults may be arrived at. One delegate 
from each highway board and one from 
each county commissioners board will be 
accredited. It is expected that each board 
of highway commissioners will designate 
one of their number to attend this con- 
vention, and in case neither of them can 
attend, that they will empower some other 
competent person of their town or county 
to represent them. Whilst but one mem- 
ber of the board is allowed a voice in the 
convention, yet all three commissioners 
will be admitted to seats therein. The 
districts in Macon county ought to be 
well represented at this meeting. The 
trial has been postpond until next term. 


For Aldermen. 


To-day's pnppr contains the announce- 


ment of Mr, William SchroD.for re-elec- 
tion as alderman in the third ward. Mr. 
8. is one of the oldest residents of the 
county, having resided in or near the city 
since 1830. He has served his ward 
faithfully for two years, and has brought 
to the discharge of his duties an amount 
of practical sense and business ability 
that is indispensable in an alderman, nnd 
his experience would make him a still 
better alderman in the future than he baa 
been in the past. 


Henry C. Oakes, of the fourth ward, is 


also announced ns a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to the council, Mr. Oakes was elect- 
ed last year to 811 the vacancy occasioned 
by the resignation of Alderman Hardy. 
His experience has, therefore, been some- 
what limited, but he has shown himself to 
be attentive and active in the diseharg'e 
of his duties—qualities that are essential 
in an alderman. 


A Preacher Married.

* the remarks grow out of a method of 
rivate reproof which I have occasionally 
dopted with success. IE a pupil Lae been 
uilty of an act that called for some pun- 
ihrnent, I have taken my pencil and 
tuted the error to them asking them to 
efrain from such conduct and come buck 


the path of right and duty, 
I wus 


rompted by the best of motives and bu- 
eve I guided more than I would Lave 
one by publicly reproviug them. Two 
r three o£ tbo notes were written to 
outig lady pupils and referred to uoth- 
ug but their conduct iu the school-room, 
'brough some means uot jet known, one 
r two of tbebe notes were placed iu the

Present, Messrs. Turner 
Brooks, Cazalet, Overncre and myself 
Each person, including Mr. Overacre, was 
asked whether he desired any friend o: 
other person to be present. 
All answerec 


in the negative. 


The charges signed by the directors 


were then handed Mr. Overacre and one 
by one considered. They were sustained 
by the board in the ordi'r above quoted 
aud by the members as signed above 
Acting on the advice of Mr, Henry Kaab 
Supt. Pub. Instruction, as follows: "Yoi 
mny stop tba proceedings at any tim 
when yon have evidence enough to rende 
H just decision, or, on which to base you 
opinion," I closed the investigation a 
this point and asked Mr. Overacre to sur 
render his certificate.

This proposed constitutional

The State has made great 


progress in the matter of irrigation 
during the last year, as will be soen 
by the figures. Arapahoe county has 
had constructed eighty-six miles of 
irrigating ditches; Douglas has 15 
miles, Larimer 104 miles, Weld 135, 
Rio Grande, Conejos, and Gostilla 105 
miles, Mesa, Montrose, and Delta 
120, making a total of 565 miles. 
The combined irrigating canals of 
the State of Colorado would extend 
upwards of 1,000 miles. 


REGARDING the suggestion of the 


New York Herald, that the Demo- 
crats should nominate Arthur if the 
Republicans do not, the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Gazette remarks that it 
is "not so absurd as it klooks upon 
second thought.

irohibit it from doing, because the

he Constitution."
